O.N. 4-4iE),—Whereas, the General Election to 
constitute the ! .ok Sabha was held in, 2004; and 

Whereas, ihe electoral rolls of the Stale of 
Jharkhand were Iasi revised with reference to 1 st January, 
2006 as the ij ua 1 i I y ing date; and 

Whereas, one casual vacancy has occurred in 
lx)k Sabha conseij aent to adoption of a motion by the Ix)k 
Sabha on 23rd December, 2005 expelling from membership 
of Lok Sabha iis k n members including Shri Manoj Kumar 
elected from ! 3-ihilamu (SC) Parliamentary Constituency 
in the Slate of Jharkhand with effect from 23rd December, 
2005;and 

W'hcrcas. the Commission could not announce 
bye-elections to lill the vacancies arisen due'lo aforesaid 
reason, within the period stipulated by Section 151A of the 
Representation of ihe People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951) as a 
Writ Petition No. 1 oJ 2006 and certain Transferred cases 
were filed in the Supreme Court of India challenging the 
expulsion from ihe membership of the Lok Sabha and the 
Supreme Court had directed that the bye elections to fill up 
the casual vacancies shall not be held by the Commission 
until said the wrii [letition is finally disposed of; and 

Whereas, the Supreme Court of India vide its order 
dated 10th Januare. 2007 in Writ Petition No. 1 of 2006 


above said cases and directed that bye-clection against 
(he ten vacancies in Lok Sabha that have resulted due to 
cessation of the membership w.e.f. 23rd December, 2005 
can be held now; 

Whereas, it iias been a con.sistent policy of the 
Commission not to leave any part of the country 
unrepresentative for a long time and accordingly to fill the 
casual vacancy within the time stipulated by Section 151A 
of the Representation ol the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951); 
and 

Whereas, according to Section 21(2)(a)(ii) of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1950, the electoral roll 
shall, unless olhcAvise directed by the Election Commission 
for the reasons to be recorded in writing, be revised in the 
prescribed manner by rcierence to the qualifying date before 
bye-election to lill a casual vacancy in the seat allotted to 
the consliluency; and 

Whereas, the qualifying date in relation to the 
preparation or revision of electoral rolls means the 1st day 
of the January ol the year in which it is so prepared or 
revised as per Section I4{b) of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1950; and 

Whereas, the Commission has notified the 
programme lor holding byc-eleclion to the said vacancy, 
vide its notification number 1 Oll JKD/HP/1/2007 dated 3rd 
March, 2007; 

Whereas, the special revision of electoral rolls 
w.r.t. 1-1-2007 is in progress in Jharkhand, excluding the 

76- Daltonganj, 77-Bishrampur, 78-Chhatarpur (SC), 79- 
Hussainabad, 80-Garh\va and 81-Bhavnathpur Assembly 
constituency comprised within 13-Palamu (SC) 
Parliamentary Constilutcncy, as it on could not be 
completed before 20th April, 2007; 

Whereas, the bye-election to fill the aforesaid 
casual vacancy should not be postponed till the electoral 
rolls are iinally published, as that would mean leaving the 
constituency unrepresentative bcv'ond the period specified 
in Section 151A ol the Representation of the People Act, 
1951; 

Now, therefore, die Commission, for the aforesaid 
reasons, hereby directs under Section 21(2)(a)(ii) read with 
the provi.so the Section 21(2 ) of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1950 that the electoral rolls of 76-Daltonganj, 

77- Bishrampur, 7S-Chhatarpur (SC), 79-Hussainabad, 
80-Garhwa and 81-Bhavnathpui. Assembly Constituencies 
comprised within 13-Palamii (SC) Parliamentary 
Constituency as stand revised w ith 1 -1 -2006 as qualifying 
dale shall be used for conducting bye-election from 
13-Palaniu (SC) Parlimcntary C’-onslituency.
